1. (Currently Amended) A n air t »ght sealatd5,package comprising 

a flexible air-ligbt Impervious e nvelop e having an outer, of which on e wall (2)* 

portions of sfl j ^ wall forming is pierc e d bv a slot (5) through s^jj w^ll and ^^Ihq forming 
fast and second Hps (9. 23^ adjacent said slot, and 

an fieJf-adhesive strip <^1Q^ positioned selectively t o close the slot in the envelope jvail, 
wherein 

the self adhesive strip (10) comprises two parallel setf adhesive faces, wherei:i 

a first of said faces (16, 21) is completely covered with a flxsL-detachable protec- 
tive strip (17), wherein 

a second of said faces comprises a first zone (12) that is fixed to the wall (2) of 
the envelopcT along a first l ip (9) of said slot (5)^ and a second zone (14) 
that extends m front of adjacent an d bevond the slot and boyond a a aid 
second lip (23) of the slot, and 

said second zone of the sel^^dhesive strip feei»g-is_covered with a s£5flnd.detach- 
able protective strip (15). 
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2. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1 , wherein the wall (2) of the 
envelope (30) extends beyond (4) the second lip (23) of the slot (5), for a distance a: least equal 
to a length of the second zone (14) of the self adhesive strip (10). 

3. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein tbe-a.length of 
the second zone (14) of the self adhesive strip (10) is at least equal to a length of the first zone 
(12) of the said s a lf adhesive strip. 

4. (Previously Presented) A package according to claim 1. wherein the slot (5) is 
rectilinear. 

5. (Previously Presented) A package according to claim 4, wherein the slot (5) is 
arranged close to a rectilinear edge (31) of the envelope (30). 

6. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1» wherein the envelope 
(30) is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets each pocket communicating with aje:: 
spective portion of the slot (5). 

7. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 1, wherein the envelope 
(30) comprises at least one sheet (2, 6) « M:omprisin g an outer laver of oriented polyamide, lami- 
nated with an inner, polyethylene laye r inside the envelope (30). 

8. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim I, wherein the »elf-adhesive 
strip (10) comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polymer, covered on t>vQ sides 
with a rubber based adhesive (12, 14, 16, 21). 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product, connprising the 
steps of: 

- providing a package according to claim 1 ; 

- inserting the product (28) into the envelope (30), through the slot (5) 
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^ removing the firsLprotective strip (IS) covering the second zone (14) of ttte fletf-adhe- 
sive strip (10), and sealing said second zone on the second lip (23) of the slot and onto the Quter 
wall (4) of the envelope; 

- removing the second^p rotective strip (17) from the first face (16) of the so^ adhesive 
strip; and 

- folding the envelope back on itself along the slot, so that the stripped fac«t of the 
adhesive strip is folded back on itself. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method for airtight packing of a product according to 
claim 9, wherein a relative pressure of at least 0,95 bar and a temperature of -40 to 55 ^^C 
may e xist inside said package after paclc'm g without losing product outside the envelppg - 

11. (Previously Presented) A package according to claim 2, wherein the slot (5) is 
rectilinear. 

12. (Previously Presented) A package according to claiift 3, wherein the slot (5) is 
rectilinear. 

13. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets (27)^£a£k.communicating with a respeptjy? portion 
flLthe slot (S). 

14. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the ^velope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets (27),^each.communicating with a Tespwtivg portion 
fllthe slot (5). 

15. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope (30) 
is divided into a plurality of distinct pockets (27),.ea£lLcommunicating with a rgsp^tive pgrtion 
oLthe slot (5). 
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16. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the envelope (30) 
comprises at least one outer s heet (2, 6) l*w-.oniprismg oriented polyamide, laminat e d wtha od.an 
inner, polyethylene laye r inoido the envolopo (3 9). 

17. (Cuirehtly Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the envelope (30) 
comprises at least one outeLsheet (2, 6) in -comprising o riented polyamide, lominatod with a nitaii 
inner, polyethylene laye r inside th e e nv e lope (30) . 

18. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 4, wherein the envelope (30) 
comprises at least one outer sheet (2, 6) «i- fiQ^prising o riented polyamide, laminated with a nd-ao 
inner, polyethylene laye r inoido the onvolop e (30) , 

19. (Currently Amended) A package according to claim 2, wherein the ^etf^dhesive 
strip (10) comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polyme r, covor&d s?oatg4 on 
two sides with a rubber based adhesive (12, 14, 16, 21). 

20. (Currendy Amended) A package according to claim 3, wherein the i^e*f-adhesive 
strip (10) comprises at least one sheet (13, 20) of synthetic olefin polymer, wvwad-coatedjan 
tvyp sides w ith a rubber based adhesive (12, 14, 16, 21). 
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
